BEGINNING OF THE END was re- 
leased in 1957 on a double 
bill with THE UNEARTHLY. This 
was a AB-PT Picture Corp. 
released by REPUBLIC and was 
of course in beautiful black 
and white. 

The action starts off in 
Southern Illinois and moves 
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to Chicago as giant grasshoppers 
(locust) destroy the state. Al- 
though most critics write this 
film off as bad and unenjoyable, 

I've always liked the film because 
I could relate to it. The movie 
has always seemed realistic to me 
because of the location. In fact, 
the troops were called out from 
Fort Sheridan to fight the grass- 
hopper menace end that's where 
myfather, other relatives and 
neighbors worked for many years.

Lhe year is 1954 and the atomic 
monster invasion is just begin- 
ning.

They hire veteran director Gor- 
don Douglas, who has done such 
classics as ZOMBIES ON BROADWAY 
and the cool 60's flick IN LIKE 
FLINT. Also included in THEM is 
the all-star cast of: James Arness 
(THE THING), James Whitmore (ASPHALT 
JUNGLE), Onslow Stevens (HOUSE OF 
DRACULA), William Schallert (MAN 
FROM PLANET X), Fess Parker (DAN- 
IEL BOONE, DAVY CROCKETT), Ermund 
Gwenn (MIRACLE ON 34th STREET) and 
Leonard Nimoy (STAR TREK) in a bit 
part, sorry no pointy ears here. 

Our story begins in the Alamo- 
gordo Desert in the southwest. An 
airplane in route to a nearby Air 
Force base, spots a small girl wan- 
dering aimlessly and reports it to 
the local police on patrol in the 
area.

They come to a 
trailer in the distance, it is 
empty but has been torn apart from 
within and sugar is scattered all 
over. In the wind there is a 
strange sound. The two cops pack 
up the girl and get the hell out 
there. They speed toward the near- 
est store, but this too has been 
demolished, the shop keeper dead 
and sugar all over. The strange 
sound is heard agai n ... Peterson 
leaves to take the girl to the near- 
est hospital and leaves his partner 
behind to investigate the sound. 

He is attacked by a giant behemoth 
ant, 9 feet tall and 12 feet long. 

He empties his revolver, but to 
no avail. 
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The FBI is called in to find the 
cause of such strange sounds and 
destruction in the area. Enter 
James Arness as G-man Bob Graham. 
The autopsy of the shop keeper 
and the cop show signs of being 
crushed to death and pumped full 
of formic acid. (The giant ants 
perhaps? Read on...) Graham and 
Peterson go to the sites of the 
previous disasters and discover 
foot prints. These are sent to 
a specialist (Edmund Gwenn) Dr. 
Medford. He arrives the follow- 
ing morning with his daughter 
(not bad looking for a 50's sci- 


fi heroine). The group go to the 
disaster area and Dr. Medford 
believes these giant ants are 
caused by atomic testing in the 
40's (oh no, not atomic testing 
again). Elsewhere, the little 
girl who was in shock comes out 
of it and repeatedly screams the 
words, "THEM, THEM, THEM." 

Back at the site, Dr. Medford's 
daughter is attacked by one of 
the giant ants. Peterson and 
Graham in a flurry of gun fire 
are able to kill it, but how 
many more are there? The strange 
sound is heard in the distance... 
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The Army is called in to find 
the nest, they find it and the 
area is littered with skeletons 
of other people who had the un- 
pleasant experience of encounter- 
ing THEM. The nest is bombed 
with phosphorous to heat the 
ground and cyanide gas is pumped 
into the tunnels. Medford’s 
daughter, Peterson and Graham 
investigate the nest tunnels to 
find all the ants dead. But both 
Queen ants and their drones have 
flown away to search out a new 
nest (tough luck guys). The ants 
are located, thanks to the report 
from a flyer, Allan Crotty (Fess 
Parker) who says he saw four UFO's 
shaped like ants heading west to- 
ward Los Angeles. The report is 


handed to a telex officer by 
Leonard Nimoy (his small bit 
part, don't blink or you'll miss 
it). The officer contacts Wash- 
ington D.C. and the Office of the 
President. A secret meeting is 
called to decide what to do. Re- 
ports come in from Los Angeles 
of a rail car being emptied of 
40 tons of sugar and the U.S.S 
Viking being attacked at sea. 

One report is of a man and his 
two sons missing in the area of 
drainage tunnels running under 
all of Los Angeles. Peterson and 
Graham go to check out this re- 
port. They find the man dead, 
but where are the kids?

T?his 1987 movie begins with great lightning, 
a castle, a crypt, crawling creatures, and 
a bat hanging upside down that transforms 
into Count Dracula. A good atmospheric 
beginning that also has the credits in 
blood red type . 

THE MONSTER SQUAD is one of those fun-type 
monster movies, reminiscent of ABBOTT A 
COSTELLO MEET FRANKENSTEIN, FRANKENSTEIN 
MEETS THE UOLFMAN and HOUSE OF FRANKEN- 
STEIN to name a few. We don't get just 
two or three scary monsters to view, but 
we get a total of five! 

The five monsters are Count Dracula 
(Duncan Regehr), Frankenstein (Tom

Noonan), Mummy (Michael MacKay), 
Gillman (Tom Woodruf f , Jr . ) » and 
Wolfman (Carl Thibault). The 
monsters were created by Stan 
Winston who won an Oscar for Best 
Achievement in Visual Effects for 
his work on ALIENS. Other films 
he was involved in, include GAR- 
GOYLES, HEARTBEEPS, INVADERS FROM 
MARS, THE THING and STARMAN . The 
visual effects were produced by 
Richard Edlund whose work includ- 
es STAR WARS, THE EMPIRE STRIKES 
back, RAIDERS OF THE LOST ARK, 
RETURN OF THE JEDI, POLTERGEIST, 
GHOSTBUSTERS, THE OUTER LIMITS, 
TWILIGHT ZONE and STAR TREK. 

The film was directed and co- 
written by Fred Dekker. Fred con- 
firms some of my feelings about 
the movie and explains its origins 
in the production notes. 


"When I was a kid, I spent count- 
less hours watching the OUR GANG 
comedies and those old horror mov- 
ies with Frankenstein, The Wolf- 
man and all the other monsters. 

And in the old days, you'd have 
films like ABBOTT & COSTELLO MEET 
FRANKENSTEIN that mixed two dif- 
ferent genres. I started think- 
ing it's a shame they don't do 
that anymore, you know, say RAMBO 
MEETS GODZILLA. So I played a- 
round with the concept of mixing 
kids with monsters and blending 
the two genres, comedy and horror, 
in the same movie and that's THE 
MONSTER SOUAD."

T t was Tor Johnson's last film, a sil 
ent movie with narration and dialogue 
added in post production. There were 
strangled women, a cameo by a rabbit, 
and the mystery surrounding a flag 
on the moon. 

The film was of course, THE BEAST OF 
YUCCA FLATS (1961, Cinema Associates) 
a grade Z production from the late 
Director, Coleman Francis. 

SYNOPSIS: Accomplished scientist Jos- 
eph Javorski (Tor Johnson) possesses 
the secret papers which reveal why 


there is a flag on the 
moon. Spies, bent upon 
swiping the secret, force 
Javorski onto an Atomic 
test site. Naturally, an 
A-bomb is detonated, and 
the resulting fallout turns 
the hapless scientist into 
the Beast. 

Elsewhere, two children 
stray into Javorski's hide- 
out, and the police begin 
a search for the missing 
kids. Javorski kidnaps a 
woman and then suddenly 
faints. The kids escape 
to the safety of their par- 
ents, and the police destroy 
the scientist for the good 
of mank i nd . 

BUT HOW DID THAT FLAG GET 
ON THE MOON? 

Tor Johnson had just fin- 
ished Ed Wood's NIGHT OF 
GHOULS when he landed the 
the double role of Javorski 
and The Beast. Johnson was 
no stranger to the role of 
lumbering monster though, 
having played similar char- 
acters in Wood's previous 
films, PLAN 9 FROM OUTER 
SPACE and BRIDE OF THE MON- 
STER . His last gig was 
probably a guest stint on 
TV's BONANZA, in which he 
wrestled Hoss (Dan Blocker). 
The enormous Johnson (370 
lbs.) died soon after his 
visit to the Ponderosa, and 
an aquaintance of mine who 
attended the funeral assures 
me that Tor went out in sty- 
le. "Everything had to be 
custom made. The coffin, the burial 
robe, even the grave." 


Director Coleman Francis appeared in 

S FROM 


THIS ISLAND EARTH and KILLERS 
SPACE. His television credits include 
DRAGNET and M-SOUAD, among others. 
Francis went on to direct NIGHT TRAIN 
TO MUNDO FINI with John Carradine, who 
incredibly sang the theme song over 
the opening credits. Actor Conrad 
Brooks remembers Francis during his 
post filmmaking days. 

"Coleman drank alot in those days, 
and I saw him many times outside the 
Hollywood Ranch Market (a 24 hour super-

market) looking for handouts. He 
was always busted. Just a tapped 
out drunk. He would talk about do- 
ing another feature, but he never 
directed again. I felt sorry for 
him, and I would try and help him 
out whenever I could. Maybe buy 
him a hotdog or whatever. He was 
really a mess before he died though, 
just down on his luck and in bad 
shape . " 

Speculation surrounds the death of 
Coleman Francis. Discovered in a 
parked car, reports claimed that a 
nylon tube was found to have been 
tied around the director's neck, 
leading some to suspect foul play. 

The official cause of death however 
is listed as heart failure, and the 
Medical Examiners report shows noth- 
ing to Indicate otherwise. Producer 
Anthony Cardoza comments on the ru- 
mors and remembers Francis as "a very 
likeable guy" who had no real enemies. 

"Coleman wasn't murdered or anything 
like that, and I wonder who started 
these rumors. I know from my own ex- 
perience that he wasn't always the 
easiest person to work with, but there 
wasn't anyone who would have reason to 
want the guy dead. We had our share 
of disagreements. He wanted to be in 
control of everything on the picture,

and sometimes he would be hard to 
deal with. But Coleman had a tem- 
per, so I would try and avoid a con- 
frontation with him if I could. It 
got to the point where I would see 
him coming and just go the other way. 
But that was on the set. Off the set 
he was a very likeable guy." 

According to Brooks, the problems 
between the pair began when the pro- 
duction ran over budget and Cardoza 
stepped in to finish the picture. 

"Coleman started the film, ran out 
of money, and was looking for some- 
one to step in. Cardoza was young 
and really wanted that picture, and 
he came to me thinking that I would 
invest. I remember my people looked 
at his offer and said, 'No, you would 
just be putting good money on top of 
bad.' But he eventually got the money 
together and went in and finished it, 
which Coleman resented. He wanted to 
direct the rest of the picture and 
was looking for a silent partner, but 
I don't think he was managing the dir- 
ection very well, and I think Cardoza 
knew that." 
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THE BEAST OF YUCCA FLATS

Viewers with short attention 
spans should avoid THE BEAST OF 
YUCCA FLATS, although there is 
something to be found in the way 
of a subplot. Voluptuous women 
are routinely strangled through- 
out the course of the film, and 
while these scenes bear little 
relation to the story, the women 
themselves are at least diverting. 
Cardoza claims that the inspir- 
ation for the scenes, (whatever 
it may have been), is unimportant. 

"It was nothing more than a cheap 
second feature, the kind of pic- 
ture that you gave the audience 
for free when they went to see 
the main attraction. We were 
just trying to fill a double bill, 
and it was never intended to be 
anything more than what it was." 

That aside, the film did receive 
solo billing, primarily with the 
West Coast theater chains. Conrad 
Brooks, citing the popularity of 
cult film PLAN 9 FROM OUTER SPACE, 
feels that someday audiences will 
come to regard THE BEAST OF YUCCA 
FLATS in much the same way. 

"It had some interesting things 
in it, and it was unintentionally 
funny. I think they were fort- 
unate to use Tor Johnson. He's 
famous for PLAN 9 and that might 
help sell the picture to new aud- 
iences." 

Cardoza holds the rights to the 
film, although he's not optimistic 
about it's release on home video 
(bootlegs do exist). "It was shot 
in black and white, and the public 
wants color today. I may put it 
out on video in a few years, but 
I doubt it. I don't think there's 
a market for it." 

As for the cameo by the rabbit, 
it was never intended. Following 
the destruction of The Beast, John- 
son was suddenly accosted by the 
rodent, who hopped onto the set 
and licked him.

CLASSIC MONSTERS 
IN THE 90’s 


T,onster products seemed to be more abundant in 1991 
then they have been in many years. In our last issue 
we told you about the reissue of some of the Aurora 
monster models as part of the Monogram Luminators 
line of models. Well, there's a lot more collectible 
classic monster stuff available. 

CineModels in association with Monogram has released 
a limited edition run of 5000 original Dracula models 
made by the original molds and in its original black 
plastic. The box features the same art as used for 
the 1983 glow release but without the reference to 
the " g 1 ow- i n- the-dar k " parts. "Unfortunately, the 
box art from the 1960's Aurora releases are no long- 
er available," says CineModels, Inc. president, An- 
drew Eisenberg. The figures will be released one 
at a time with Frankenstein scheduled next, then 
Wolfman and The Mummy. 

Just Toys has released a set of four six inch bend- 
able Universal Monsters that include Dracula, Frank- 
enstein, The Mummy and Wolfman. Horizon continues 
to offer their nicely done and inexpensive models of 
The Bride of Frankenstein, Dracula, The Invisible 
Man, Phantom of the Opera and Mole People. The only 
thing missing from these models was a nice base but 
that has been corrected by the production of some 
nice bases by other manufacturers. Uncle Milton 
offers the Marx figures from the 60's in glow mat- 
erial and on a blister card. These monster fig- 
ures lack the detail of the originals but are fun 
just the same. Thirteen inch vinyl dolls from 
Hamilton of the Creature from the Black Lagoon, 
Dracula, Frankenstein and Wolfman should be out 
by presstime. 

For the monster fan who would like to wear his 
or her favorite monster close to their hearts, a 
series of black t-shirts featuring the Creature, 
Dracula, Frankenstein, Bride of Frankenstein and 
The Mummy hit the marketplace in the fall of last 
year. I even saw them for sale in Music Stores. 

For the paper collector the amount of items avail- 
able especially around Halloween seemed endless. 
Miller Beer had all kinds of displays and bar dec- 
orations. Pepsi 12 pack cases had nice full color 
drawings of Universal Monsters. Pepsi and Doritos 
had a monster money contest featuring half a bill 
in specially marked packages plus free monster 
stickers. Western Publishing offers two 8i x 11 
puzzles of Frankenstein and Dracula, a coloring 
book, a sticker book and a paint and marker book. 

A six card set of the monsters was available at 
Halloween time in The Trading Card Treats from 
Impel. Imperial Toys brought us removeable mon- 
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ster tatoos. Reusable foil 
stickers were available from 
Co 1 orf orms . Unique, Inc. has 
a line of party items with 
the new look monster graphics 
that include paper hats, horns, 
paper plates, cups and napkins. 

Some other items include cof- 
fee mugs, tin waste cans and 
nice analog watches. On the 
video scene many of the clas- 
sic movies were repackaged 
and made available for $14.95. 


It was truly a monster market- 
place in 1991 and presented a 
challenge for the collector and 
fan to keep their eyes open and 
to find out what was available 
and purchase what they found and 
liked.
